A  juggernaut  for  Jesus 
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Another  annual  session  of  the 
KlUasissippi  Baptist  Convention  is 
upon  us,  the  IwBi  such  eathem^ 
in  the  lone  and  noble  history  of  N&sissippi 
Baptists.  Since  Revolutiona^  War  veteran 
and  Baptist  preacher  Ricluud  Curtis  Jr. 
floated  down  die  young  nation's  swift¬ 
flowing,  navigable  waterways  from  Soudi 
Carolina  to  the  southwest  comer  of 
Mississippi  and  established  the  first  Baptist 
churches,  a  lot  has  happened. 

Chiuxdtes  were  formed  aU  across  the 
untamed  territory  that  would  eventually 
become  die  State  of  Mississippi.  Those  far- 

- flimg  congr^ations  soon  saw  the 

benefits  of  banding  together  for 
Kingdom  work,  before  Southern 
Baptists  hatched  the  same  idea  on  a 
national  scale.  Colleges  were  even- 
tuaUy  brought  imder  the  conven¬ 
tion's  umbrella  so  young  people 
could  be  assiued  a  Christian-based 
higher  education.  Hospitals  were 
formed  to  provide  hesuing  in  the 
Name  of  the  Great  Physician.  An 
orphanage  was  chartered  to  help  the 
most  hemless  among  us,*  the  uttie 
ones  the  Savior  loves  so  deeply. 

H.  Many  other  agencies,  mstitu- 
I  tions,  and  programs  have  been 
1^*  built  by  Mississippi  Baptists  since 
those  early  days.  Thanks  be  to 
God  that  Mississippi  Baptists  have 
never  lost  the  original  zeal  tr^t  moved 
them  to  establish  those  first  churches  and 
then  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Association 
so  many  years  ago.  Through  good  times 
and  bad,  war  and  peace,  agreement  and 
conflict,  Mississippi  Baptists  have  always 
stood  as  one  great  body  of  believers', 
focused  like  a  laser,  to  tell  a  lost  world  of 
the  salvation  found  in  Jesus  Christ  and 
Jesus  Christ  alone. 

It  hasn't  always  been  safe  to  be  a 
Mississippi  Baptist.  Catholic  authorities 
across  the  river  m  Louisiana  tried  their  best 
to  apprehend  Richard  Curtis  Jr.,  so  angry 
were  they  when  he  began  preaching  the 
Gospel  and  planting  oiurmes.  He  was 
forced  to  flee  for  his  life,  but  he  wasn't 
gone  for  long.  His  work  was  a  movement 
of  God,  and  could  not  be  stopped. 


That  movement  of  God 
continues  to  tiiis  day.  There 
isn't  anotiier  statewide 
group  of  Baptists  anywhere 
m  tne  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  who  are  more 
united,  more  spirited,  and 
more  determined  to  do 
their  part  to  fulfill  our 
Loid's  Great  Commission 
(Matt.  28:18-20).  We  are  a 
juggernaut  for  Jesus,  and 
always  have  been. 

It's  not  like  that  in 
many  other  state  conven¬ 
tions  these  days.  One  of 
our  sister  states  is  so 
divided  that  Baptists  there 
are  preparing  to  spend  a 
million  dollars  in  legal 
fees  to  fight  each  other  in 
secular  courts.  Many 
Baptists  there  have  chosen 
sicfes,  and  many  others 
are  being  pressured  to  join 
the  fight. 

In  l^t  state  and  several 
other  states.  Baptists  have 
split  into  two  conventions 
and  openly  belittle  each 
other  in  an  attempt  to  woo 
uncommitted  brethren  to 
their  cause.

This  place 
is  far  more  than  a  church  or  a 
cemetery  for  me  —  it  is  as  much 
a  private  shrine  as  Mount 
Rufomore  is  a  public  one.

My  church,  myself

All  of  these  outstanding 
ordinary  pieople  lived  exem¬ 
plary  Christian  lives,  foe  core 
of  what  created  a  great 
denomination  and  an  unparal¬ 
leled  global  mission  effort. 
You  could  count  on  them  to  be 
there  on  Sunday  morning, 
Sunday  night,  ana  Wednesday 
night  —  as  Southern  Baptist  as 
any  group  who  ever  lived. 

Recently  I  was  reminded  of 
this  legacy  on  a  trip  to 
Southwestern  Seminary.  My 
own  precious  son  has  felt  foe 
call  of  God  and  was  narrowing 
his  choices  for  seminaries.  For 
some  people  these  institutions 
are  characterized  as  conserva¬ 
tive,  moderate,  or  liberal  as 
defined  by  convention  politics. 
For  me  such  labels  mean  little 


to  foe  thousands  of  devoted 
men  and  women  trained  by 
these  institutions  all  over  this 
country  and  world  dealing 
wifo  foe  struggles  of  ordinary 
people  in  day  to  day  life. 

Now  my  son  will  join  them. 
How  proud  would  be  all  of 
those  people  buried  in  that 
cemetery. 

On  the  seminary  visit  we 
saw  a  simple  table  belonging 
to  Lottie  Moon.  I  wondered 
what  she  would  think  about 
the  appropriate  role  of 
women  m  the  church,  and  I 
concluded  that  she  would  be 
too  busy  doing  what  she 
knew  and  loved  to  worry 
about  such  things. 

We  stood  in  the  dome  of  foe 
beautiful  administration 


building  adorned  with  por¬ 
traits  of  all  foe  Presidents  past 
and  current.  What  would  they 
think  about  all  foe  things  that 
divide  us?  Their  thoughts 
would  be  no  different  than 
that  group  of  Baptists  buried 
in  I^w  Prospect’s  cemetery. 
There  is  too  much  we  have  m 
common  to  let  what  divides 
us  define  us,  and  too  much  of 
foe  Christian  life  to  enjoy  to 
be  miserable  in  foe  process. 

Being  a  Baptist  is  certainly 
not  foe  same  thing  as  being  a 
Christian,  but  in  that  difference 
lays  foe  legacy  of  people.  For 
some  it  means  nothing,  chang¬ 
ing  churches  as  easily  and  as 
often  as  clothing  —  but  for  me 
it  is  an  enormous  part  of  who  I 
am.  When  it  is  my  turn  to  be 
placed  in  that  cemetery  row,  I 
hope  I  will  deserve  foe  honor  of 
bemg  in  foe  presence  of  people 
who  were  proud  to  be  Southern 
Baptist,  lived  foe  kinds  of  lives 
that  brought  respect  of  all  who 
knew  them,  and  gave  real 
meaning  to  how  foe  Christian 
life  is  supposed  to  be  lived. 

No,  it  is  not  as  easy  as  it  once 
was  to  be  a  Southern  Baptist. 
For  me  it  would  be  harder  still 
to  be  something  else.

Like 
Paul,  we  may  feel  weak,  afraid, 
and  hesitant  (v.  3),  but  as  we 
make  ourselves  available  to  the 
Spirit's  wisdom,  we  will  be 
ooedient  witnesses  for  Christ. 

In  Deeper  Spiritual  Truths  - 
2:6-10 

Paul  did  not  stop  with  a 
mere  declaration  of  the  Gospel; 
he  also  taught  a  deep  wisdom 
of  God  to  those  who  were  more 
mature  in  their  faith.  Believers 
need  to  "leave  behind  the  ele¬ 
mentary  teachings  about  Christ 
and  go  on  to  maturity"  (Heb. 
6:1).  Warren  Wiersoe  said. 


"...the  message  of  the  C^pel  is 
simple  enough  for  an  illiterate 
pagan  to  understand,  believe, 
and  be  saved. 

It  is  also  so  profound  that  the 
most  brilliant  theologian  can¬ 
not  fathom  its  depms."  (The 
Bible  Exposition  Commentary, 
p.  574) 

The  "hidden  wisdom"  or 
"mystery"  fiiat  Paul  referred  to 
was  the  truth  that  was  hidden  in 
the  C^d  Testament  but  is  now 
revealed  by  fi^  Steirit  to  fi\ose 
who  belong  to  Goers  family.  It  is 
a  "family  secret"  that  is  Imown 
OTdy  to  mose  who  are  believers. 

■There  is  a  great  need  for  the 
ChuitA  today  to  teach  deeper 
spiritual  truths  to  the  believers. 
Now,  more  than  ever, 
Christians  need  to  know  what 
they  believe  and  why  they 
believe  it.  Christians  need  the 
wisdom  of  deeper  spiritual 
truths  that  the  Spirit  provides. 
Pastors  and  teachers  need  to 
take  believers  deeper  in  godly 
wisdom  in  order  to  counter  the 
worldly  wisdom  that  constant¬ 
ly  bombards  us.  Far  too  many 
cnurches  are  "a  mile  wide  and 
an  inch  deep!" 

In  Spiritual  Discernment  - 
2:11-16 


There  are  two  spirits  at  work. 
One  is  the  "spirit  of  the  world" 
(v.  12);  the  o^r  is  fi\e  ^irit  of 
God.  Our  enemy,  Satan,  ener¬ 
gizes  the  spirit  of  the  world,  giv- 
me  the  lost  a  "wisdom"  mat 
inflates  their  egos  and  blinds 
their  minds  as  he  leads  them 
away  from  the  truths  of  the 
Gospel  and  the  Word  of  God. 

As  believers,  we  need  to  rely 
on  the  wisdom  of  the  Spirit  to 
help  us  discern  and  under¬ 
stand  the  truth  that  God  has 
given  to  us.  He  is  the  One  who 
teaches  us  spiritual  truths, 
helping  us  discern  what  is  true 
ana  what  is  false,  and  empow¬ 
ering  us  to  express  those  spiri¬ 
tual  truths  in  our  lives. 

Because''' we  have  tiie  mind  of 
Christ,  we  are  able  to  understand 
and  evaluate  all  things  to  make 
sure  fiiat  they  line  up  with  fiie 
Word  of  Goa.  LFnbelievers  do 
not  have  fiie  ability  to  make  those 
types  of  judgments  because  they 
are  unable  to  understand  spiritu¬ 
al  truth.  As  one  commentator 
stated,  "We  either  trust  God's 
Word  taught  by  God's  Spirit,  or 
men's  words  taught  by  me  men 
of  file  world."

fife.  Love  is  the  greatest  of  all 
human  qualities,  it  is  an 
attribute  of  God  Himself.  It 
involves  unselfish  service  to 
others  and  it  gives  evidence 
that  you  care.  Faith  is  the  foun¬ 
dation  and  content  of  God's 
message;  hope  is  the  attitude 
and  focus;  love  is  the  action. 
Becoming  a  Christian  means 
beginning  a  whole  new  rela¬ 
tionship  with  God,  not  just 
turning  over  a  new  leaf  or 
detemuning  to  do  right.  New 
Christians  have  a  changed  pur¬ 
pose,  direction,  attitude,  and 
behavior.  The  power  of  the 


chapter  one,  he  commends  the  Gospel  to  transform  lives  is  evi¬ 


dent  when  people  hear 
and  understand  the  truth 
of  God's  grace,  put  their 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  and 
display  love  toward 
God's  people. 

Moving  to  maturiW. 
(v.9)  Paul  constantly 
prayed  for  the  Colossians 
that  their  lives  would  be 
,,  transformed  further 
^  through  the  Gospel,  and 
he  spedfic^y  prayed  for  them 
to  have  complete  wiowledge  of 
God's  will.  His  prayer  had  two 
parts  —  that  they  might  under¬ 
stand  what  God  wants,  and  that 
they  might  have  the  power  to  do 
God's  v^.  Sometimes  we  don't 
know  how  to  piw  for  ofivers, 
but  we  can  use  Paul's  prayer 
pattern  for  the  Colossians:  that 
they  (1)  understand  God's  will, 
(2)  gain  spiritual  wisdom,  (3) 
please  ana  honor  God,  (4)  do 
Kind  things  for  others,  (5)  loiow 
God  better  and  better,  (6)  be 
filled  with  God's  strengtti,  (7) 
endure  in  faith,  (8)  stay  full  of 
Christ's  joy,  and  (9)  always  be 


thaificful.  All  believers  have  the 
same  basic  needs,  so  we  can 
move  forward  in  maturity  as  we 
pray  fitis  way  for  others. 

Pleasing  God.  (vvlO-14) 
True  believers  have  been 
transformed  from  darkness  to 
light,  from  slavery  to  free¬ 
dom,  from  guilt  to  foreive- 
ness,  from  the  power  of  Satan 
to  the  power  of  God.  Our 
conduct  should  reflect  this 
change.  Because  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  we  have  been  freed 
from  the  legalistic  burden  of 
obeying  laws.  We  have  an 
inner  motivation  (the  Holy 
Spirit)  to  live  "worthy  of  the 
Lord"  (v.lO)  It  is  the  joy  of  a 
Christian  to  do  everything 
which  pleases  the  Father  who 
loves  us.  Therefore,  we 
should  live  in  constant  con¬ 
tact  and  communication  with 
God.  When  we  are  constantly 
communicating  with  God,  we 
get  knowledge.  This  knowl¬ 
edge  is  not  a  secret  that  only  a 
few  discover,  but  is  open  to 
everyone.  God  wants  us  to 


learn  more  about  Him,  as  well 
as  put  that  belief  into  practice 
by  doing  for  others.  That  is 
what  pleases  God. 

Colossians  may  be  the  most 
Christ-centered  book  in  Scripture 
—  everytiting  in  it  lifts  the  mind 
and  heart  toothings  above"  (3:1). 
This  letter  edifies  the  mind  as  it 
portrays  Christ's  person  and 
supremacy,  and  it  edifies  the 
heart  as  it  encourages  us  to  pur¬ 
sue  Him  in  our  conduct  and 
character  (The  Leadership  Bible). 
Paul  wanted  the  Colossian 
church  to  learn.  He  wanted  them 
to  have  a  desire  to  please  God 
and  to  do  good  work;  he  w<mted 
fiiem  to  have  a  hunger  to  know 
God  more  and  a  knowledge  fiiat 
God  is  the  source  of  stren^.  He 
also  wanted  them  to  know  that 
learning  this  would  lead  to 
endurance,  patience,  joy,  and  a 
spirit  of  fiiankfulness.  All  these 
are  characteristics  that  we  as 
believers  should  pursue.
